He was killed in the battle of the 14th, 
while gallantly charging the rebels strong 
hold. [ will give you the particulars, bar- 
rowing as they must be to you. I trust, hav- 
ing been a soldier yourself, you can endure 
it in all its horrors; for my sake, make the 
stroke as light as possible for his afilicted 
parents. 

On the morning of the 14th, I assisted in 
deploying the Regiment, and saw Elisha, 
full of courage, advance at double quick, and 
did not see him again. At night, he was re- 
ported killed. A Sergeant in Company F 
tole me he was by bis side. and that he ies 

ceived a ball, and as he was sitting down, | 
Elisha fell on him. He thinks he was shot 
through the heart, as the blood flowed freely 
through the mouth ard nose.

The rebels opened on me from 
their works, fifty yards distant, and so thick 
did the ‘bullets fly, that I was obliged to 
tire, without, as I intended, pushing my re- 
searches so far as I intended; two others 
searching for friends, close by me, were beth 
shot. This was all I was able to do for his 
recovery, until yesterday, when the stench 
had become so intolerable, that the rebels 
raised a fing of truce and proposed to bring 
our dead off and deliver them ata certain 
place ; this proposition was accepted by us, | 
and I attended and watched every body— 
looking attentively at each one, but was un- 
able to identify Elisha ; though the probability 
is, he was one of the number—but they had 
lain there fifty hours in the summer-sun and 
rain, and decomposition had done its work of 
disfiguratior. One hundred and _ thirteen 
dead men were brought out and burted, and 
out of that number not more than a half dozen 
were recognized, and these wholly by some 
oddity in dress. They were all buried to- 
gether in a pit after the manner of soldiers: 
burials. 

Now, friends, all this is painful to me, as it 
must beto you. I kad learned to love Elisha 
like a brother ; a better boy, asa boy or soldier, 
[ have never known; faithful toa fault, his} 
name was the acme of all that was good and | 
truthful. I fired the gun which I picked up, 
sUpposing it to be his, three times at the re- 
bels before I left off the search—and [ will 
yet have the blood of some of them to pay for 
my friend Elisha.

Surpment or an Inon-Cuap To Caciror- 
Nia. A new and very considerable feat in 
naval construction has recently been accom- 
plished at Jersey City, viz: the building of a 
complete tron-clad war steamer on the Erics- 
son principle, anc the subsequent separation 
of the vessel and shipping her in pieces to 
California.
